have nricked the fish, he will not 
as a rule comeback. 

CATCHING BROWN TKOUT. 

When fishing a stream which con- 
tains brown trout do not fail to fish 
every bit, of white water, for the 
brown trout, likes very rough water.

SUNDRY HINTS. 

Deer fat, rubbed on your line will 
make it float nicely, a very excellent 
help in dry fly fishing.

When the time comes for spring 
fishing, examine all youi tackle to 
see if it, is in good shape fol use. 
Do not wait until you aio on the 
Stream fO find that your leaders are 
dried OUt or that your ferrules are 
loose. 

Leaders should always be soaked 

iii water for at least twenty minute* 

before using. A loose ferrule can 
tie tightened by removing it and 
putting on some healed ferrule, 
cement,. If there is a pin through 
the ferrule, this can be removed hy 
drawing it into the wood by means 
of a small nail and hammer. 

Keep Home rubber cement in vour 
kit; you never can tell where' you 

will rip or tear you wader or boat,

How About This? 

An influential oral graduate wrote, 
inquiring what advantages there are 
in joining the National Association 
of the Deaf. A second letter brought 
this reply to mine : — 

"Thank you for your letter, tell- 
ing me that the National Association 
of the Deaf has for its object, the 
moral, social and industrial uplift, — 
so different from what I was told 
about it not long ago. The party 
said that its object was to fight 
against pure oralism. In that case I 
would not care to apply for member- 
ship. It seems to me a waste of time 
to be continually fighting; about the 
methods. From what I read about 
the fight in Nebraska, it seems to 
me there is a good deal of envy, ma- 
lice and uncharitableness at the bot- 
tom. It certainly makes no differ- 
ence what the methods are used in 
the schools for the deaf, the results 
are the same. I have met excep- 
tionally bright people educated under 
the combined method, and I have 
also had the pleasure of meeting un- 
usually bright people, brought up by 
the pure oral method. As for the 
stupid and dull people, one meets 
everywhere, from the combined me- 
thod schools and from the oral me- 
thod schools, I do uot see there is 
any difference. The deaf ' mutes ' 
who say that the oral method at- 
tempts to fit the child to the method 
and does not give the deaf anythi 
else, shows a singular lack of good 
broad education. I presume if we 
were talking in person on this sub- 
ject we would have a good hard 
quarrel — fortunately we cannot do it 
on paper.

Xeiinflton and Concord. 



The spirit of Liberty was widely 
abroad in Massachusetts in the 
month of April, 138 years ago, when 
the " first shots of tbe Revolution" 
were heard on Lexington Green, 
only twelve miles from tbe little 
militant town of Boston, on the sea. 
The bold band of thirty-eight vil- 
lagers, headed by the heroic Captain 
Parker, had been awakened by the 
alarm bell, rung by the alert and 
brave young Paul Revere. 

He on the bright moonlight night 
of April r8th had galloped on his 
faithful horse from Charleston Neck, 
to arouse the country side to Gene- 
ral Gage's secret midnight raid on 
the magazine of military stores, at 
Concord, sixteen miles away. When 
Colonel Smith's 800 British soldiers 
arrived at Lexington, Captain 
Parker, with his little company of 
" Minute Men," was all ready to 
dispute their passage to Concord, 
with bravery born of the spirit of 
Liberty. 

In trumpet tones, his famous 
words rang out to his men, " Don't 
fire unless you are fired on, but if 
they want war let it begin here " 
When the impetuous Major Pitcarn 
rode up and shouted, "Disperse 
rebels," they stood firm to receive 
the immediate volley from the over- 
sanguine British. Seven of them 
were killed and nine wounded, 
among the latter their noble Captain. 
After returning the fire, the twenty- 
three remaining patriots retreated, 
to again reform, and with additional 
men closely follow their cruel foes 
on their march towards Concord, 
with rifle shot and deadly effect. 
The British met 450 aroused Ameri- 
cans at the " North Bridge," where 
these " embattled farmers stood, 
and fired the shot heard round the 
world." This advanced British de- 
tachment, ( surprised that farmers 
"could fight") after a severe defeat 
speedily retreated to the main body 
at Concord Court House, who had 
already disabled a few cannon, de- 
stroyed some stores and set fire to 
the Court House. Soon, however, 
the swift incoming patriot militia, 
from the surrounding towns, with 
their deadly " shooting irons," 
caused a hasty flight backwards to- 
wards Boston. Had they not been 
met at Lexington by timely rein-, 
forcements, they would all have been 
killed or captured. As it was, 
seven prisoners had early been taken 
by Captain Parker's Lexington 
company, besides many other later 
prisoner. Nearly 300 of the British 
were killed or wounded, against less 
than one hundred Americans. 

This brilliant repulse of the proud 
British troops, by hastily-equipped, 
plain countrymen, led on two 
months later to the glorious Battle 
of Bunker Hill, where after thrice 
driving back the British with im- 
mense slaughter, the Americans for 
want of ammunition and bayonets, 
were obliged to retreat. Liberty 
had again triumphed over long en- 
trenched Aristocracy. 

Paul Revere, one of the first of 
the heroes of this famous ' ' Lexing- 
ton and Concord fight," after 
fully arousing the people ; unfortu- 
nately was captured by the British 
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Presentation Day. 

The many and varied events of 
this gay and very pleasant week 
here began Wednesday, the 7th, 
with Presentation Day. The wea- 
ther was ideal; no better could have 
been desired. It was just rigbl for 
both outside and inside. Chapel 
Hall was appropriately decoiated 
and arranged for the occasion. 
Ferns, potted plants, palms, smilax, 
and various flowers, too numerous 
to give special mention, graced the 
platform The platform was en- 
larged as usual as in past times, and 
held, beside* I lie Faculty, Dr. Fly, 
Miss Fish, of tbe Scran ton, Pa., 
School, with a few of the Board of 
Directors, with the speakers from 
outside. 

The procession began at a little 
after three, the Seniors loading, the 
Normals following, and I hen those 
who were to sit on the plalfor .

The automobile bill directed 
against the deaf, prohibiting them 
from running automobiles in Cali- 
fornia, has been indefinitely shelved. 

Mr. L. E. Milligan, Principal of 
the California Institution writes : 

" Your letter, enclosing deaf im- 
postor bill that has been introduced 
in the Illinois Senate, is at hand. 
The California legislature is divided 
into two sessions with a thirty day 
intermission between. During the 
first session all the bills are in- 
troduced, and in the second session 
no bill can be introduced except by 
unanimous consent, which is very 
difficult to obtain. The Legislature 
will probably adjoin next week, and 
you have enough experience with 
legislative bodies to understand how 
rushed they are up there at present. 
It would be absolutely impossible to 
get such a bill through the legis- 
lature this session. I believe it 
could be done without much diffi- 
culty another year. I will save the 
Illinois bill you sent me to be used 
as a model. The automobile 
measure, which is aimed against the 
deaf and blind, has beeu pigeoned- 
holed. We have also been assured 
that our six appropriation bills, in- 
cluding a $52,500 gymnasium, are 
safe. Thank you for calling my 
attention to this impostor bill. I 
think there will be little difficulty In 
getting it passed at the next legis- 
lature." 

The deaf will be glad to know 
that coincident with my sugges- 
tion, the South Carolina School has 
had a school film made, and finds it 
of great advertising value through- 
out the state. This is the second 
school to have a film, the first be- 
ing the Fan wood School. Informa- 
tion reached me that another school 
board has been approached for an 
appropriation, but nothing definitely 
decided on yet. Slowly but surely 
the schools are falling in file. 

From information given, a firm, 
supposed to be Pathe Freres, has on 
exhibition a film showing scenes in 
a school for the deaf in Great Britain, 
and a long talk on the double hand 
method is given. The informant 
said the film is a long one, about 
1000 feet. If any reader has seen 
this film, or any others, kindly send 
me full particulars, so that the deaf 
public may be kept informed. 

Appreciating the honor of being 
invited to pose for a film lecture, Dr. 
Dobyna and Dr. Walker have this 
to say : 

Dr. Dobyns writes: "I certainly 
appreciate this high honor and want 
to thank every member of the com- 
mittee sincerely for conferring it. 
I think it is about the highest honor 
I ever received. I shall talk along 
the line of the value of signs to the 
deaf, and illustrate it with the very 
fact that through moving pictures I 
can speak to the deaf for generations 
to come, while I could not leave on 
record in the phonograph anything 
that they could appreciate." 

Dr. Walker, in part, wrote: "I 
must admit that I feel highly com- 
plimented to know that your com- 
mittee has chosen me as one to be 
immortalized by the moving picture 
film. Indeed, I think it quite a 
great compliment."

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The Automobile Industry of the 
United States, as well as of Europe 
and elsewhere, has been making 
great progress within recent years, 
and even months. It is of increas- 
ingly great interest to all classes of 
people both in city and country. 

The very latest automobile ex- 
hibition was held in this city during 
the last two weeks. It was one of 
the best on record, for new styles of 
autos of all descriptions and latest 
improvements. 

The first week was devoted to the 
show of " Pleasure Cars" and Fami- 
ly Automobiles. This was the 7th 
Annual Automobile Show given in 
Pittsburgh. The large East Liberty 
vacant market building devoted to 
this Show contained about two hun- 
dred and fifty autos. They were 
mostly of the best type of cars, rang- 
ing from $1,000 to $6,000 each, 
averaging perhaps not far from 
$t ,500 to $2 , 300. These were most- 
ly of elegant type, with pneumatic 
tires. They generally had hickory- 
spoke wheels, although many wire- 
spoke wheels were on exhibition. 
These may soon displace wooden 
spokes, because of the growing 
scarcity of hickory. 

There are said to be in this coun- 
try 485 different makes of pleasure, 
or riding autos. New inventions 
and styles are increasing and more 
extensively sold. In this Show I 
could not find many cars less than 
$1,100, although smaller ones are 
made and used as low as $500 to 
$750, for physicians and families. 
The various new inventions for the 
machinery and running gear and 
adornment are multitudinous and 
noticeable. Many more sales were 
made at this exhibition than ever be- 
fore. Manufacturers were from 
Eastern, Middle and Western States, 
as well as from Pittsburgh. 

The last week's exhibition was 
given up entirely to Motor Trucks of 
all kinds, for city and farm use. 
Fifty or sixty different styles were 
shown. I was more interested in this 
Show than in the former because of 
its interest to Farmers, Builders, 
Freighters, Wholesale and Retail 
Merchants, and the general working 
public. A number of years ago, 
from 1905 to 191 1, I attended often 
in Paris and London large Automo- 
bile Exhibitions, as also later those of 
Boston and New York, and am sur- 
prised at the great advance made in 
five years and less, especially in the 
Motor Truck inventions. No other 
phase in transportation, since the 
advent of steamboats, canals and 
railroad, has si> revolutionized *Mtr 
:ope =..~ ibid AdtGii 
Inventive Age. The near 
future will see, in the motor and 
omnibus vehicles, our farming com- 
munity coming into their superior 
share in this boom to industry and 
prosperity. 

It afforded me much pleasure to 
examine the many Motor Trucks for 
Farm, Building, Coal, Machinery, 
and Delivery service, worth from 
$750 to $2,500 each. Superior ones 
"for farmers sell from $600 to $800. 
These latter can be transformed, by 
three or four extra seats, into 
temporary passenger cars. These 
are guaranteed to safely carry 1% 
ton loads. Other Motor Trucks will 
carry sand, brick, coal, etc., from 
three to fourteen, though not 
guaranteed for over 2% tons. 

Mostly they have solid rubber tires, 
although some of those of 1 '/ 2 tons 
have pneumatic tires. The latter 
are guaranteed to run ten miles or 
more with only one gallon of gaso- 
line, costing less than 25 cents. 
Many machines are substituting the 
revolving screw propellers for the 
driving wheels, instead of the wheel 
outside chain. The screw revolves 
in a steel-covered chamber holding 
six gallons of oil. They will carry 
a thousand miles without change, 
while the chain-motor, though more 
powerful, needs constant cleaning 
and oiling and wears out faster. 
All the larger Freight and Dumping 
Trucks, holding two or more tons, 
show vast improvement over former 
builds. The latter will pump a load 
of coal or sand in less than ten 
seconds, simply by pressing a button 
and by hydraulic pipe oil power. 
The mercantile delivery trucks of 
the large Department stores, costing 
$1,500 each, are very beautiful and 
complete. The Autobuses for city 
or country, seating 23 persons are 
carrying 34 persons, were a wonder- 
ful exhibition of what the genins of 
man, gasoline, or electricity, in the 
present and future, will do to give 
us all bus-rides in town or the far 
countryside, for profit and pleasure.
